away witli the laborious -work of feed- 
ing slop to hogs. 
No definite experi- 


ments have been made along the line 
of comparing, feeds of this kind fed dry 
as against slop, yet some -work of this 
kind Uas been done and results, were 
very satisfactory with the self-feeder 
plan. Mirny farmers and hos growers 
have tried feeding these feeds in a self- 
feeder, and the results were fully as 
good or better than those obtained by 
the system of slop feeding. 


It is highly desirable that feeds used 


in feeding hogs, especially corn, be fed 
as near-as possible to the crib or 
granary. 
Feedlng.,floors-should be 


built adjoining corhcrib or granaries 
holding shelled corn. 


Another means of saving labor in 


liog growing is the more extended use 
of woven-wire fence. If the hog grow- 
er has all his fields and lots fenced
